In Viet Nam 


Political Unrest In 
Saigon Flares Anew 
With Bloody Clashes 


SAIGON. South Viet Nam OS — 
Bloody fighting raged in Saigon to­ 
night, with control of South Viet 
Nam’s government at stake. 
The arm y troops of American- 
supported Prem ier Ngo Dinh Diem 
battled private soldiers of the re­ 
bellious Binh Xuyen society. 
Binh Xuyen, a society of former 
river pirates which controls Sai­ 
gon’s gambling and vice spots, 
started the battle at 1:10 p.m. with 
two m ortar bombardments t>f. the 
Nationalist Prem ier’s palace. 
Diem met the challenge prompt­ 
ly by declaring all-out war on the 
Binh Xuyen. He had held off di­ 
rect military intervention because 
of French fears such action would 
touch off civil war. 
Initial fighting appeared to be 
favoring the well-equipped Diem 
forces, which outnumber by far 
the estimated 5,000 men of the 
Binh Xuyen. 
Casualties 
were estimated 
in 
first reports at 120 dead and 300 
wounded. Hospitals w e r e filled 
with the dead and dying. 
Punching s w i f t l y and hard, 
Diem’s troops knocked over four 
principal garrisons and posts held 
in Saigon and Cholon, the Chinese 
sector of the capital several miles 
from the French section. The total 
population of the city, swollen by 
an influx of refugees from the 
North, is about two million. The 
Nationalists threw an artillery bar­ 
rage against the Binh Xuyen head­ 
quarters near Cholon. 
This, in brief, is the background 
behind the struggle for control of 
non-Communist S o u t h Viet Nam, 
upon which the West and particu­ 
larly the United States is counting 
to hold the tide against the Com­ 
munist North: 
The Binh Xuyen, along with two 
religious sects, the Hoa Hao and 
Cao Dai, h a v e been demanding 
that Diem quit in favor of a coali­ 
tion in which they would have in­ 
creased representation. Diem has 
refused. Last March 30 tile Binh 
Xuyen touched off an attack in 
which at last 26 persons w e r e 
killed.

Health Heads 
Renew Faith 
In Vaccine 


Tests Ordered After 
Reports Of 8 Stricken 
Following ‘Shots’ 


WASHINGTON UR-Public health 
authorities expressed anew today 
their confidence in the Salk polio 
vaccine, even as they checked the 
possibility that some batches from 
one of six makers may have been 
faulty. 
Intensive tests were ordered aft­ 
er it was reported that eight chil­ 
dren had been stricken by polio- 
one fatally—within a week of re­ 
ceiving their first polio shots. Four 
other suspected cases of the dis­ 
ease were reported. 
In each case, the vaccine used 
was manufactured by the Cutter 
Laboratories of Berkeley, Calif., 
which said more than 750,000 doses 
of its product had been issued. 
As a “precautionary measure,** 
all further use of Cutter vaccine 
was ordered halted pending tests, 
and the inoculation program was 
stopped in most of the West Coast 
areas where it was supplied for 
free use in the schools. 
But Surgeon General Leonard 
Scheele of the Public Health Serv­ 
ice called for continuance of the 
program in other areas of the 
country, where vaccine supplied by 
five other drug firms have been 
used without reported incident. 
“We believe that the immuniza­ 
tion program 
against poliomye­ 
litis should continue,’* he said in 
a statement, “and Iurge that par­ 
ents and children scheduled to 
take part in the vaccination pro­ 
gram 
continue 
to 
follow 
their 
plans.’’ 
He said his own 7-year-old son 
will receive his first shot as sched­ 
uled early next month. 
Meantime, federal and state au­ 
thorities worked in California to 
determine whether it was faulty 
vaccine 
or 
merely 
coincidence 
which caused the polio cases at 
this time. 
Five of the eight diagnosed cases 
and three of the suspected ones 
occurred in California. Two other 
cases were reported from Pocatel­ 
lo, Idaho, and one from Chicago. 
Another suspected case was report­ 
ed from Denver, where a 
13- 
month-old child had been inocu­ 
lated with 
v a c c i n e 
supplied 
through commercial channels. 
Officials said it normally takes 
IO to 14 days after exposure for 
polio to develop, and emphasized it 
is possible that all the stricken 
children were developing the dis­ 
ease before they received their 
shots. 
The Cutter vaccine was supplied 
for mass inoculations in parts of 
California and in Arizona, New 
Mexico, Idaho, Hawaii and Ne­ 
vada. Much smaller shipments for 
commercial use were made to oth­ 
er areas of the country. All the 
Cutter-manufactured vaccine bears 
the company’s name. 
The mass inoculations were halt­ 
ed immediately in California, Ari­ 
zona, New Mexico and Idaho, but 
health officials in Nevada said 
they already had completed the 
giving of first shots and that no 
cases of polio had been reported 
among the children vaccinated.

WASHINGTON (JV-Sen. George 
(D-Ga) suggested today the possi­ 
bility that some neutral nation 
might represent the Chinese Na­ 
tionalists at any international talks 
aimed at settling the future of For­ 
mosa. 
George said that “unavoidably 
we would have to bring in the 
Chinese Republic or some repre­ 
sentative of the Chinese Republic’’ 
to such a conference.

Wahl said. “It is not enough to 
have a series of machines in a 
plant,” he added. “These machines 
must be so integrated that t h e 
flow of material in process is con­ 
stant and continuous and that there 
is as little handling as possible by 
the human hand.” 
Wahl showed slides and motion 
pictures of machinery used to take 
over hand processes in pottery 
plants. 
“Some of these machines and

i It now becomes the patriotic duty of each of 
tis. according to the bellwethers of official dip­ 
lomacy, to react correctly to the Communist 
conspiracy’s big new peace offensive. We are 
supposed to be misty-eyed with hope of peace. 
The conspirators have left no room for doubt 
that word has gone out from the Kremlin to 
go easy on saber-rattling and concentrate on 
dove-cooing. There is to be a peace treaty be­ 
tween the Soviet Union and Austria. The Krem­ 
lin is making friendly gestures toward Japan. 
Red China beamed benignly on one and all at 
Bandung, and its prime minister. Chou En-lai, 
wants to hold bilaterial talks with the United 
States about quieting the troubled waters in the 
Formosa Straits. 
Secretary of State Dulles seems suddenly 
cheerful about the prospects of peace. Here 
continue to be confident rumors that Peiping 
intends to release the ll U.S. airmen whose 
detention has been a symbol of its hostile at­ 
titude. Peace suddenly is blooming like the 
flowers in May, and all good Americans are 
expected to make the proper response. 
But surely there is room this time for a 
difference of opinion about the proj^pr response. 
Surely Americans must have learned by this 
time that there is nothing to be gained by 
taking their cue from the Stalins. Malenkovs, 
Bulganins, Chou En-lais and Mao Tse-tungs. 
Hiese men and their advisers have seized 
and held the world initiative in the battle for 
men’s minds by keeping the United States and 
the free world on the defensive. When they 
rattle the sword. Americans rattle the sword. 
When they have cooed about peace, Americans 
have cooed about peace. 
What would happen if Americans, instead of 
cooing about Deace on cue from the Kremlin, 
were to give this latest fluttering-dove overture 
the world-famous Bronx cheer—a noise that 
needs no interpretation in either Moscow or 
Peioing? 
If the Communists really want to negotiate, 
they will have to prove their good intentions. 
If they are baiting another sucker trap for 
gullible Americans, they will have to admit 
failure for a change. They will have lost the 
initiative. 


How Did They Do It? 
The emaciated shell of what once strutted 
among the terrified Germans as Rudolph Hess 
has been saved from extinction by guards in 
Berlin’s Spandau prison. The No. 2 Nazi had 
drunk insecticide but was pumped out in time 
to save his life. He had been a borderline 
mental case throughout his long imprisonment. 
Hess, like Hitler, could never have passed a 
sanity test. He was not a rational man the 
sanest day of his adult life. Part of the terror 
he helped to strike in the hearts of the be­ 
fuddled Germans could be traced to his capacity 
for irrational thoughts and acts. He was the 
No. 2 Nazi because he was less crazy than the 
No. I Nazi, whose insanity was both violent 
and unDredirtable. 
It took the greatest collective effort men ever 
have made to dislodge these crazy men and 
their demented aides from control of Germany. 
The effort exhausted France, already weaken­ 
ed by World War I. and weakened Britain, 
whose strength also had been depleted by World 
War I. It let the Slavs invade the continent and 
speeded up the eruption of Asia. 
How did crazy men grow so strong they could 
defy the combined strength of the world to 
put them out of the way? How did the strutting 
Mussolini get control of Italy? How did the 
methodical Germans fall under the spell of 
Hitler’s terror? 
Could it happen again? 
There is nothing to keep it from hapDening— 
no more than there was when Hitler gave the 
orders to start marching against the world in 
1939 and when Hess was flying to Scotland in 
1941 to give Britain a chance to surrender 
before Goering destroyed it with bombs. 


‘Thunderbolt Geometry 
The commander of the continental air defense 
system. Gen. B. W. Chidlaw, described the 
technique of jet-bomber interception to an audi­ 
ence of engineers in New York City a few days 
ago. 
It Is called “thunderbolt geometry,” he ex­ 
plained, because planes fly so fast an inter­ 
ceptor pilot must approach a bomber at right 
angles and prepare to release his rocket while 
the bomber is 30 miles away. 
The pilot is guided into position to do this, 
furthermore, by radar control on the ground. 
Thereafter, he uses a radarscope in his plane 
to find a target he cannot see. His mission 
will have been accomplished if he is able to 
push the necessary buttons to release one rock­ 
et; there will be no time to fire more than one. 
Gen. Chidlaw must forgive some of us if 
we take a few minutes to comprehend thunder­ 
bolt geometry. We can still remember Eddie 
Rickenbacker and the boys of the Lafayette 
Esquiadrille emptying their pistols at air-borne 
Germans in dogfights over Flanders.

Don’t Let Him Get Started 


The Decision Is Eisenhower's Alone 


It is very easy for columnists 
and commentators, for members 
of Congress and other authorities 
to be for this or that policy, but it 
is whoever is 
president 
o f 
t h e 
United 
States who has 
to decide that 
men must die. 
I 
have 
often 
wondered what 
Harry Truman 
feels, 
in 
the 
quiet of Inde­ 
pendence, Mo., 
George Sokolsky about ordering 
the atom bomb hurled at Hiro­ 
shima. He had to do that on his 
own responsibility. 
It is not a question 
of whether 
it was the right thing to do: it is 
the awesome responsibility of mak­ 
ing such a decision. Suppose it is 
a wrong decision? Suppose it turns 
out to be a defeat instead of a vic­ 
tory? And thai has little to do with 
the selfishness of the politician but 
with the morals of the man. 


THAT IS THE SOLE responsi­ 
bility of the president of the United 
States. Nobody can share that re­ 
sponsibility with him. True, the 
Constitution 
provides 
that Con­ 
gress shall declare war, but it is 
the president whose conduct, whose 
day-by-day 
steps, 
even 
whose 
speeches can produce war. 
President Roosevelt’s attitude to­ 
ward Japan played a decisive role 
in what is generally called Pearl 
Harbor; Harry Truman ordered 
the United States into the “United 
Nations Police Action” in Korea 
without even consulting Congress. 
President Eisenhower has been 
accused 
of 
everything 
f r o m 
cowardice to being muddle-headed 
over the question of defending Mat­ 
su and Quemoy. With the excep­ 
tion of Gen. Matthew Ridgway, the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff are for ^leir 
defense; the State Department is 
for their defense. But should World 
War III ensue as a result, the re­ 
sponsibility is only President Ei­ 
senhower’s. This is a question of 
moral responsibility. 


I AM CONVINCED from my 
knowledge of and experience with 
Asiatic affairs that Matsu a n d 
Quemoy must be defended if the 
United States is to have any role 
in Asia .at all. But the responsi­ 
bility for the final decision is not 
mine but President Eisenhower’s. 
He cannot dodge that responsibil­ 
ity. but no one else can assume it 
When Adlai Stevenson or anyone 
else tells him what not to do, they 
are only hurling words at him and 


dividing the country on an issue 
which, as we are constituted, one 
man will finally determine for the 
good of the country or for its 
destruction. 
1 This does not mean that there 
should not be ample debate; it 
does mean that final responsibility 
is fixed. 
And the same is true about For­ 
mosa. Chou En-lai pulled a prop­ 
aganda trick at the last moment, 
a wonderful trick in Asiatic terms, 
by asking for a conference with 
the United States, not inviting For­ 
mosa, to determine what is to hap­ 
pen about Formosa. 
Chou knows that the U n i t e d 
States cannot attend such a con­ 
ference unless Formosa is there, 
without violating a sacred treaty. 
He knew that. He used it to give 
Asia the sense of freedom from 
war, freedom from the fear of war. 


AGAIN THE Communists have 
taken the initiative and thrown the 
United States on the defensive. 
Again they have managed to get 
a propagandistic benefit out of a 
difficult situation. 
* 
In the United States there will 
be those who are so anxious for 
us to deal with the Red Chinese 
that they will demand that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower accept Chou on 
any terms, violate treaties, betray 
principle, anything to please the 
Communists. 
They will probably accept no­ 
thing less than an invitation for 
Chou to stay at the White House 
as the President’s guest! 
It is not likely to happen. Chou 
En-lai could not have been serious 
in his desire for a real settlement 
of the Formosan situation or he 
would have used other methods. 
He would first of all have'released 
the American captive airmen held 
as hostages. 


HE WOULD HAVE released the 
other 500 or more Americans held 
in China. Then he would h a v e 
agreed, in advance, to a cease 
fire. Then he would have acknowl­ 
edged the fact that the United 
States has a treaty with Formosa 
which cannot be violated with de­ 
cency and honor. 
At that point, a device could be 
found for peace. And he would 
not have sent his message by ra­ 
dio broadcast; he could have sent 
it through the British Foreign Of­ 
fice or through the secretary gen­ 
eral of the United Nations. 
Because Chou En-lai did none of 
these things, it is clear that he 
was more interested in propaganda 
in Asia than peace with the United 
States.

munize the country’s kids for an­ 
other six months. Technical pro­ 
duction difficulties, about which 
the public has 
been told very lit­ 
tle, were disturbing the country’s 
medical authorities. 
Labor’s national leaders were de­ 
manding controls which would pre­ 
vent a black market — as were 
other forces in our communities. 
Yet a Detroit local of the Oil, 
Chemical and A t o m i c Workers 
Union, CIO, warned that it would 
paralyze the production of anti­ 
polio vaccine at the Parke, Davis 
plant there if it did not get the 
Guaranteed Annual Wage and a 
pay increase. 


ADMITTEDLY THIS was the 
most strategic moment the union 
could seize for walking out of ne­ 
gotiations. John Lewis, 
for ex­ 
ample, strikes the coal fields deep 
in the winter 
freeze. But here 
we’re dealing with the heartaches 
of parents and the lives of young­ 
sters. The very news of a threat­ 
ened strike must have given the 
black marketeers a shot in the 
arm. 
It need not have happened. The 
Parke, Davis people had prepared 
a document 
stating 
the 
com­ 
pany’s position on the renewal of 
contracts between the CIO Chemi­ 
cal local and a 
lodge 
of 
the 
AFL’s International Assn. of Ma­ 
chinists. The Chemical U n i o n 
covers 2.000 employes. The Ma­ 
chinists bargain for 300 workers. 
The contracts expire May I. 
The Machinists’ officials read 
the company proposals and de­ 
cided to c o n t i n u e negotiating 
quietly. The Chemical local offi­ 
cials ran over the papers. They de­ 
cided they were not satisfactory. 


THE UNION SPOKESMAN in­ 
dicated that there would be 
a 
stoppage — because his follow­ 
ers would not accept the pro­ 
posals, and no contract, no work. 
A company o f f i c i a l lost his 
temper and walked out of the 
room. 
T h e 
Federal 
Mediation 
Service was contacted in Washing­ 
ton and local mediators moved in 
quickly. 
As this disturbing news seeped 
across the country, Parke, Davis 
had only enough commercial vac- 
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cine on hand in the East for about 
one shot per doctor. 
This was a clue to the terrific 
scarcity of the miracle serum. 
Parke, Davis had produced 50 per 
cent of the materials used in Dr. 
Salk’s original mass tests. It has 
been producing 900,000 doses week­ 
ly and is planning to double its 
capacity in the next six months. 
Any disruption of its 
schedule 
would throw off the entire na­ 
tional vaccine time-table. Millions 
of children would be affected. 


REASON IS THAT Parke, Davis 
and the Eli Lilly Company in In­ 
dianapolis are the nation’s two big­ 
gest producers. I’m told by an 
expert at the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis that the 
Lilly Co. has been filling only the 
foundation’s orders and does not 
yet have extra supplies for im­ 
mediate commercial distribution. 
All national production has been 
slowed, for example by the discov­ 
ery that the corks on the con­ 
tainers had in them tiny particles 
of copper. These minute specks 
combined with something called 
menthylate, a preservative used in 
the vaccine. The combination of 
methylate and copper particles re­ 
duced the potency of the vaccine 
so that if six months, 
for 
ex­ 
ample, passed before the vaccine 
was used, the effectiveness would 
be drastically cut. 
Then came the problem of decid­ 
ing whether to use the vaccine 
without 
the 
methylate. 
Finally, 
something 
called 
Versene 
was 
added. This did the trick. But there 
were delays. 


INCIDENTALLY, the expert said 
that no one knows just how much 
of the vaccine without the Ver­ 
sene in it has been withdrawn or 
retested. Obviously the problems 
are enormous. 
Especially with only six major 
producers of the anti-polio vac­ 
cine in the field — Cutter Labora­ 
tories in Berkeley, Calif., Pitman- 
Moore in Indianapolis, and Wyeth 
Laboratories and Sharpe and Doh rn 
in Philadelphia — in addition to 
the Big Two which produce 60 
per cent of the total. 
Obviously, the Chemical U n i o n 
showed no sense of responsibility 
when it gave the country a dose 
of the jitters in such a situation. 
The public relations impact was 
bad and labor can blame only the , 
tactics of this Detroit local.

David Lawrence been a steady 
stream of inspired newspaper and 
magazine articles, 
as well 
as 
speeches, all making the same 
point — namely, that atom bombs 
can m e a n the destruction of 
civilization. 
For some inexplicable reason, 
the propaganda has changed so as 
to emphasize that the use of the 
atom bomb will mean the end of 
the capitalist countries. No longer 
Is there a demand for a universal 
ban on the use of atom bombs or 
on nuclear t e s t s . Scare stories 
about the “fall-out” from atom­ 
bomb tests are not 
given 
cur­ 
rency inside the Communist world 
but only throughout the free world. 
A checkup on the utterances of 
the Soviet leaders made by French 
officials 
reveals 
an 
interesting 
sequence. 


MALENKOV IN MARCH 1954 
made a speech during a so-called 
election campaign in which he de­ 
clared: “If an atomic war breaks 
out, it will destroy civilization.” 
But in April 1954 — 
just one 
month later — in a speech before 
the Supreme Soviet Council, he did 
not repeat that assertion. This 
has been interpreted to mean that 
the Presidium disapproved. 
Yet this line had been the princi­ 
pal theme of the Communists ever 
since the famous peace petition 
was launched at Stockholm in 
1950. The call constantly was for 
a ban on the atom bomb. 
On Jan. 19, 1953, the Communist 
World Council issued a peace ap­ 
peal lo be signed by millions of 
supporters throughout the world. 
In that appeal the statement was 
made that: “Atomic war will re­ 
sult in the extermination of man­ 
kind.” 
Frederic Joliot-Curie, son-in-law 
of Madame Curie, who discovered 
radium, was one of the leaders of 
the Communist peace movement 
in France. He made a statement in 
January 1953 which was typical of 
all the Communist propaganda on 
atomic warfare. He said: 
“The problem is to know if hu­ 
manity will accept the ruins and 
the destruction and the death of 
hundreds of millions of human 
beings, misery for those who sur­ 
vive, the probable creation in this 
case of monsters and 
also the 
possibility of the abolition of all 
life on this planet.” 


ANOTHER ARTICLE, by Roger 
Mayer, a colleague of Joliot-Curie, 
appeared in January 1955 saying 
that 
“Fifteen 
hydrogen 
bombs 
are enough to damage all of 
France and kill half of the popula­ 
tion and leave the rest without in­ 
dustries or work or cities in which 
to live.” 
On Feb. 8, 1955. after the re­ 
moval of Malenkov and the in­ 
stallation of B u l g a n i n as the 
authoritative spokesman in behalf 
oL Soviet policy, Molotov in a sig­ 
nificant speech 
at Moscow de­ 
nounced the theory that an atom 
war would destroy civilization and 
declared that it would result only 
in the destruction of capitalists and 
imperialists. 
Ever since that Molotov speech 
the entire Soviet press campaign 
has been centered on the idea that 
there is no need to be afraid of 
the atom bomb — it is dangerous 
only to the Americans. 
Then, in March 1955, Maurice 


Thorez, C o m m u n i s t chief in 
France, wrote a letter to a Paris 
Communist newspaper supporting 
what Molotov had said and warn­ 
ing F r e n c h Communists that 
Americans are trying to frighten 
the masses in Europe with their 
hydrogen bombs. 
What is the significance of this 
new approach in Communist propa­ 
ganda? 
It has been the basic dogma of 
the Communists that communism 
will achieve an inevitable triumph 
everywhere. So, if you admit that 
the world will be destroyed by 
atomic warfare, it is the same as 


admitting the defeat of commu­ 
nism, too. 
The new line, therefore, keeps 
hammering away for disarmament 
by the West, a ban on its use of 
atomic warfare and the dangers 
of atomic fall-out 
but no 
em­ 
phasis is given any longer to ban­ 
ning nuclear tests by Europeans. 
Maybe the Communist leaders now 
are afraid they might have been 
making pacifists out of their fol­ 
lowing inside as well as outside 
Russia. Whatever the reason, it 
has been the subject of much 
curiosity throughout France.

( T h e following article, a 
combination of two letters re­ 
ceived from employes at the 
local post office, is presented as 
the uother side” of a sick leave 
controversy. 
One 
letter was 
signed by Frank K. Wolfe of 
1709 Pennsylvania Ave. and the 
other by Wilbur L. Webb, presi­ 
dent, and James Martin, secre­ 
tary-treasurer of Lineal 50 of 
the National Federation of Pos­ 
tal Clerks and Homer E. Mar­ 
tin, secretary of Branch 577 of 
the National Association of Let­ 
ter Carriers.) 


In your edition of Saturday, April 
23, under an Associated P r e s s - 
Washington, D. C., release, you 
carried a story of the abuse of 
sick leave by postal employes. We 
realize that the story was written 
on the national level but as there 
were some distortions of fact and 
postal regulations, we, as postal 
employe organizations, would like 
to make several comments. 
First, postal regulations require 
a physician’s certificate on a n y 
sick leave over three days. Also, 
the supervisor in charge may de­ 
mand one on a single day’s ab­ 
sence if, in his opinion,. he feels 
that the privilege is being abused. 
This regulation is strictly adhered 
to in our local post office. 
Second, your story stated that 
federal employes earn their sick 
leave on the basis of 28 days a 
year. The fact is, postal employes 
earn 13 days a year and it is ac­ 
cumulative if not used. 
For the benefit of any of your 
readers who might be inclined to 
allow your story to influence their 
opinions of our local employes, we 
offer these figures from the offi­ 
cial personnel files of the l o c a l 
post office. 
The 50 employes of this office 
have accumulated a total of 5,367 
days of unused sick leave. T h i s 
means an average of over 107 days 
per employe. Our last employe to 
retire and the only one to do so 
this year, turned back 315 of un­ 
used sick leave. In dollars 
and 
cents, this means %5,189.36. 
At present, our senior employes 
are carrying over 300 days each. 
In one supervisor’s case, t h i s 
means over $7,000. 
Finally, no one in this office has 
ever attempted to borrow against 
their sick leave. 
The abuse of sick leave in Sat- 
urday’s article was covered from 
the standpoint of the government 
only and no reason was given for 
employees needing to take this 
leave. In all forms of business and 
industry, there are people who 
will take advantage of a good thing 
without regard to what effect it 
may have on their fellow men. 
This letter is not intended to 
deny that these people exist in 
the post office, but rather to in­ 
form the general public that they 
are no more prevelant than in 
other walks of life. 
The public is readily informed 
through the newspapers, r a d i o , 
etc., as to what it cost the tax­ 
payers in cold cash to support 
those men who abuse sick leave 


and also what it would cost to pay 
postal workers a raise in salary. 
If the cost of other government 
departments was published along 
with this, the general public would 
be able to draw its own conclu­ 
sions as to whether postal workers 
are parasites or if they are just 
normal every-day working people 
trying to take care of a growing 
family with a salary that is in­ 
adequate. 
The postal service can be com­ 
pared to a public utility; you turn 
a faucet and get water; you pull 
a switch and get light. But if you 
turn a faucet or pull a switch and 
get neither, you really miss the 
service. 
Such is the plight of the mail 
carriers and clerks. If you would 
walk in the post office to buy a 
stamp and there was no clerk, we 
fear that the federal government 
soon would hear from a lot of tax­ 
payers. The same instance applies 
if there were no carriers cover­ 
ing their routes day after day. 
The postal department is basic­ 
ally a public service paid for by 
public use of the service. 
Granted the department operates 
in the red every year, but so do 
the other departments of govern­ 
ment. But it seems the post office 
gets a little more publicity. 
We can be proud of our position 
in the local community and our 
service to the people, but only so 
long as we are considered as one 
of them and not as a parasite or 
an undesirable part of the com­ 
munity. 
Many men have had a part in 
the past history of the postal serv­ 
ice. The service grew not through 
the efforts of a few men who would 
take advantage of what is known 
as a good thing, but rather through 
the efforts of the far greater ma­ 
jority of men who worked for years 
serving the people of their com­ 
munity and of the nation as a 
whole. 
This in the past has been a thank­ 
less service for those men who 
have preceded the present force 
of workers and will be a thank­ 
less task for those now in the serv­ 
ice. 
We ask nothing of your paper, 
or of the general public, except 
that we be accepted in the com­ 
munity the same as any other citi­ 
zen in the community and not as 
a burden to them — that they 
must accept and pay for. 
To single out a group of work­ 
ers and place them in the light 
in which the postal workers are 
being placed is being very unfair 
and un-democratic. 
There are two sides to every 
question. The public to date has 
been informed of only tile one side. 
May this letter be construed as 
being the means of possibly taking 
us out of the light of unfair public­ 
ity. 
We stand ready to serve them in 
the future as we have in the past. 
This is our duty and our job. 
May we be accepted as citizens 
and as workers in our communi­ 
ties rather than as a bunch of 
dollar signs coming out of tax 
money.

A source which asked to remain 
unidentified said in Berkeley that 
suspicion had been d i r e c t e d 
against only four batches out of 
possibly IOO made by the Cutter 
Laboratories. 
Dr. Robert K. Cutter, president

WASHINGTON UH—Gen. Alfred 
M. Gruenther says that the Rus­ 
sians, despite their strength in Eu­ 
rope, “would lose . . . if they went 
to war today . . . because of our 
overwhelming air capability.” 
Gruenther, North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization commander in Eu­ 
rope, said the Soviets are “having 
plenty of trouble” and .“ may well 
be overextending themselves” in 
view of complex domestic econom­ 
ic problems. 
In closed-door testimony given 
to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee March 26 and made 
public today, Gruenther said:

Dip the gar­ 
ment up and down in this, squeez­ 
ing instead of rubbing. Rinse in 
several waters of the same tem­ 
perature.

He has 
pleaded innocent by reason of in­ 
sanity in the strangulation death of 
his teenage sister. 
Dr. R. E. Bushong, superintend­ 
ent of Lima State Hospital, where 
Frederick wras committed for 48 
days following the slaying, says 
Spears was in his right mind during 
the observation period. Dr. Bush­ 
ong is expected to testify today. 
The defense claims the tow-head­ 
ed youth was “not mentally com­ 
petent” when he choked his sister, 
Patricia, 16, in their Galion home 
last Dec. 31. Spears pleaded inno­ 
cent by reason of insanity and also 
innocent. 
To support this, the defense yes­ 
terday introduced a report by three 
doctors of the diagnostic center at 
the Bureau of Juvenile Research 
in Columbus, where Frederick was 
taken for a four-hour observation 
on Jan. 8. 
The report, by Drs. Ross M. 
Bleak, Morris Neuburger and M. 
Patterson, made these points: 
Fred is an “almost model boy.” 
He appears in a “quandary” over 
the predicament that now con­ 
fronts him. He doesn’t realize the 
nature of his defense. He is not 
mentally competent. Disorganized 
behavior is possible in a person of 
his type.

Western Observers In Europe Say: 
2 Things Soviet Fears— 
All-Out War, All-Out Peace

PARIS IB—There are two things 
in this world the Soviet regime 
fears more than anything else. One 
is all-out war. The other is all- 
out peace. 
This is the opinion of competent 
Western observers around the rim 
of the Iron Curtain in Europe to­ 
day. They put it this way: 
1. The retreat of Communist par­ 
ties in Europe behind a “soft line’* 
denotes Soviet wfrry over the pos­ 
sibility that Moscow may stumble 
into the all-out war it dreads at 
this moment. Most likely it would 
spell the end of Soviet communism. 
2. Eruptions of international ten­ 
sion betray Soviet worry that the 
appearance of world peace surely 
would revive pressure from the So­ 
viet population for a fairer share of 
the economy. That probably would

lead to the rise of a new and far 
more radical Malenkov. 
If it were a matter of Europe 
and the Soviet Union alone, say 
the experts, the chances of war 
would be less today than at any 
time in the five years since the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
was bora. But there remains the 
sputtering fuse in Asia. 
The idea that any war in any 
part of the world might tun/into 
a general conflict is regarded as 
a powerful reason for Moscow to 
lay a restraining hand upon Com­ 
munist China. Formosa is already 
valuable to the Communist world 
as a ready source of international 
tension when tension is regarded 
as necessary for the accomplish­ 
ment of immediate Red purposes. 
The threat to “liberate” Formosa 
by force is enough to create the 
tension. But an attempt to carry 
out the threat could explode the 
possibility of ultimate disaster. 
Aside from the threat in Asia, 
the other factors which could touch 
off world conflict are desperation, 
fear, miscalculation or accident. 
NATO is in the process of building 
strong deterrents to the first three 
and defenses against the fourth. 
Across the middle of Europe and 
deep into the Middle East a line 
has been drawn. It runs from the 
arctic through the middle of Ger­ 
many. By means of the Balkan 
pact of Greece, Yugoslavia and 
Turkey, it rims Yugoslavia and 
links up with NATO again on the 
West’s right flank in Turkey. There 
another link is established, through 
the British-Turkish-Iraqi pact, link­ 
ing NATO’s defenses with those 
of Britain in the Middle East. 
The Russians dare not trespass 
across that line withbut risking a 
shower of hell on earth from a 
mighty combination of strategic 
air plower. 
Moscow, say the military ex­ 
perts, is not likely in the near fu­ 
ture to launch any military attack 
westward. 
NATO has 
m ^ ^ tremendous 
strides. There is no complacency 
among the officers of the 14 na­ 
tions in the alliance. But there is 
rising confidence. 
In northern Greece, within sight 
of Communist borders, an officer 
told me: “Our Communist neigh­ 
bors will not attack us unless they 
are sure they will win. I think 
with the help of our allies, we can 
keep them unsure.” 
In Turkey: “We Turks have seen 
the 
Russians 
before. 
We 
are 
ready.” 
In Italy: “They may run a 
steamroller over some of us. But 
they’ll know they’ve been in a 
fight.” 
At British Mideast headquar­ 
ters: “The fact that you might 
not see land or air forces on all 
hands doesn’t mean they won’t be 
there. If and whenever the time 
comes they are needed, they will 
be there, in vast power.” 
Yet the problems are manifold. 
Nationalism, instability, deeproot­ 
ed suspicions and hostilities throw 
obstacles in the way of any inte­ 
grated Middle East defense sys­ 
tem. Greeds and Italy could be­ 
come weak links in the NATO 
chain should political instability re­ 
turn to those countries. Turkey’s 
monumental economic problems 
are a source of deep concern to the 
United States, which since 1947 has 
invested a billion dollars in Turk­ 
ish military defense. 
The best that can be elicited 
about the role of Yugoslavia in 
the Balkan defense pact is that 
she r e p r e s e n t s a “reasonable 
gamble.” If President Tito should 
be toppled, a reassessment of Yu­ 
goslavia’s position would be re­ 
quired. 
At NATO headquarters, the pri­ 
mary concern is arming 12 Ger­ 
man 
divisions 
and 
integrating 
them with NATO land forces. 
There must be a German army in 
being, the experts say, with its 
structure adapted to the contin­ 
gency of nuclear warfare. Other­ 
wise Germany represents a dan­ 
gerous vacuum in Europe. 
NATO strategy is to defend as 
far to the east as possible. There 
would be no trading of space for 
time in this planning, no idea of 
giving up Denmark and the Low 
Countries for a delaying or holding 


action. But Germany is necessary 
for such defense planning. 
Backed by Allied strategic air 
plower, dispersed and in depth, 
there are forces in Europe today 
which represent a deterrent to So­ 
viet aggressive action. One NATO 
spokesman reports that the NATO 
nations could put IOO divisions into 
the field within 30 days of a mo­ 
bilization order. 
The Soviet Union and European 
satellites probably could put 400 
divisions—more than 300 of them 
Russian—into the field in “M plus 
30.” Of the satellite troops, esti­ 
mates are that perhaps 50 p>er cent 
would be unreliable. Russian air 
plower seems stabilized at 20,000 
warplanes of all types. But Rus­ 
sian development of the later 
Western types of long and medi- 
um-range bomber , has not ad­ 
vanced beyond the prototype stage, 
the experts say. 
However, the Soviet change-over 
to jet fighters has been rapid, and 
today almost all Soviet fighters 
are jet types. Similarly, almost all 
Soviet light bombers are jets now. 
Satellite air forces now are 50 
per cent jet. Two years ago the1 
figure was only IO per cent. It 
probably will rise to 80 per cent 
I in 1956, indicating a degree of re- 
| liability of satellite air forces from 
the Soviet standpoint. 
• 
But NATO’s bombers are be­ 
coming bigger and longer-range all 
the time, permitting a large de­ 
gree of dispersal of strategic air 
I power. That factor remains the 


I outstanding deterrent to any Soviet 
aggression in Europe. 
As long as the Communist world 
cannot feel sure it has a sufficient 
margin of superiority, the deter­ 
rent will remain, the military ex­ 
perts believe, and the Soviet Un­ 
ion will be forced to confine it­ 
self to the political attack. One of 
the greatest fears expressed by the 
military leaders is that compla- 
jcency will develop on the political 
; front.

Senate Approves By 
30-0 State Bonus 
For Korea Veterans 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (*U-Ohio’s leg­ 
islators adjourn for the weekend 
today after voting on nine bills, 
including an emergency measure 
appropriating more than 5Vi mil­ 
lion dollars to enable the state to 
meet its school subsidy bill this 
year. 
Because of a big increase in 
school enrollment, the state was 
$5,860,000 short in school subsidy 
funds for the two-year fiscal period 
ending June 30. The bill by Rep. J. 
Frank McClure (R-Ashland) ap­ 
propriates that much out of the 
state treasury surplus. 
The Senate yesterday approved 
and sent to the House a proposed 
amendment to the Ohio Constitu­ 
tion providing a 100-million-dollar 
bond issue to pay a state bonus to 
members of the armed forces dur­ 
ing the Korean conflict. 
The Senate vote was unanimous, 
30-0. Three-fifths of the elected 
members of the House must concur 
before the question can be placed 
on the election ballot next Novem­ 
ber for approval of the voters. 
Actual cost of the bonus is esti­ 
mated at 80 million dollars. Eligi­ 
ble Ohioans probably will number 
286,000. 
Eligible 
survivors 
may 
number about 1.900. 
Payments would be based on $10 
a month for domestic service and 
$15 a month for overseas service 
during the Korean W^ir emergency. 
Two Republicans—Sens. William 
Tyrrell 
of 
Preble County 
and 
Lowell Fess of Greene County- 
sponsored the bonus proposal. 
Other major actions yesterday: 
The Senate passed and sent to 
the House a bill, over Democratic 
objections, to make permanent the 
liberalization of state law on em­ 
ployment of women and minors 
originally adopted as a World War 
II emergency. 
The House passed and sent to 
the Senate two bills covering stu­ 
dent housing at the six state uni­ 
versities. One permits construction 
of dormitories on state-owned cam­ 
puses for married students instead 
of single students only. The other 
continues until mid -1961 permis­ 
sion for state universities to oper­ 
ate temporary living quarters in­ 
tended originally for war veterans. 
The House also passed and sent 
to the Senate a bill to allow sale 
of milk in sA-pint containers on 
grounds such containers would in­ 
crease milk sales.

Commission To Set 
West Virginia Date 


Hie West Virginia Public Service 
Commission at Charleston Thurs­ 
day recessed a hearing on higher 
gas rates for th6 Manufacturers 
Light Sc Heat Co. and continued it 
to a later date it will set. 
The utility is seeking approval of 
an increase which would bring in 
an estimated $2,165,000 a year in 
additional revenue from 47,000 cus­ 
tomers in the Northern Panhandle 
of West Virginia, including Ches­ 
ter and Newell. 
Manufacturers’ 
officials 
have 
testified that the company is los­ 
ing about $433,000 a year on its 
West Virginia operations, and that 
a $900,000 rate hike granted in 
June 1953 was the only one allowed 
the firm in the past 25 years. 
Wheeling, Weirton, Benwood, Mc 
Mephen are other panhandle cities 
protesting the rate proposal, along 
with county commissioners, labor 
unions, industries and civic groups. 
Hearings opened last week and 
were recessed until yesterday to 
permit Manufacturers to prepare a 
study of its operations. 
The PSC ordered the continuance 
yesterday after a full day of test* 
mony. 
When the case resumes, protest­ 
ing parties will be given the op­ 
portunity to cross - examine com­ 
pany witnessps who have testified 
The company completed its di­ 
rect testimony yesterday. 
The latest session centered about

what portion of its facilities are 
rightfully allocated to West Vir­ 
ginia and what their value should 
be. 


Cost Of Polio 
Shots Estimated 
At $IO To $15 
By The Associated Press 
Hie Ohio County Medical Socie­ 
ty has come up with an estimate 
of $10 to $15 for the cost of a three- 
ahot series of inoculations with the 
new Salk polio vaccine. 
Earlier, a spokesman for the 
State Medical Assn. had said he 
could make no cost estimate until 
the vaccine was made available 
to physicians commercially in cen­ 
te ra b le quantity. 
Dr. John P. Young, secretary of 
the N o r t h e r n Panhandle socie­ 
ty, also said that the cost of the 
shots — two close together and a 
b o o s t e r seven months later— 
might be reduced later this year 
when mass production of the vac­ 
cine lowers its cost to pharma­ 
ceutical houses. 
The vaccine itself costs $2 per 
inoculation, but there has b e e n 
considerable speculation on what 
the price to parents would be after 
the physician’s fee was added. 
State Health Director N. H. Dyer 
has emphasized that no 
sizable 
quantity of the vaccine will be 
available commercially until after 
May I. First and second graders 
in the state are being inoculated 
with vaccine furnished free by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis.

For About June I 
WASHINGTON UF — A “certified 
mail” service described as having 
“most of the advantages of regis­ 
tered mail but at a lower cost and 
less trouble” will become a regu­ 
lar postal operation about June I. 
P o s t m a s t e r General Sum­ 
merfield said the exact date will 
depend on distribution of millions 
of new forms needed for the ser­ 
vice. 
' 
Certified mail, tried out in vari­ 
ous sections since the beginning 
of the year, will cost 15 cents in 
addition to regular postage. It is 
intended for mail which has no 
intrinsic value but on which the 
sender wants proof of delivery. 
Regular registered mail costs 30 
cents in addition to postage. It will 
be continued though it operates at 
a loss. Much of the loss stems 
from a requirement that registered 
mail be kept under guard. Certi­ 
fied mail would not require this.
